seven tiny bodies have been recov­ 
ered early this afternoon and fire­ 
men and physicians estimated that 
at least fifty little children perished 
outright and twelve will die of in­ 
juries received in the fire at St. 
John’s parochial school here today. 
Beneath a coil of hot, smoking de­ 
bris in the center of the fire gutted 
building, firemen believe the burned 
bodies or ashes of more than a score 
of little victims lie. 
Several hours 
may elapse before the ruins can be 
raked and an accurate list of dead 
compiled. 
Scenes ot 
heroism 
accompanied 
the mad sweep of tin* flames through 
the wooilcn 
interior 
of the three 
tory brick building. 
Sister Alde- 
gon, one of the sixteen sisters in 
charge of the 672 children in the 
-chool, alone rescued twenty-five lit­ 
tle girl* and boys by dropping them 
through flames and smoke from a 
second story window. 
1 hen with shoulders badly seared 
by the flames, she leaped and fell 
unconscious 
a moment 
before the 
floor caved in beneath her. 
21 burned and crushed bodies had 
been taken from the ruin* of the St. 
John’* parochial school here at 10:30 
o dock thi* morning and firemen pre­ 
dicted this number might be doubled 
when the full toll of tin* explosion, 
lire and panic is known. 
More than five hundred children 
were at their classes when an ex­ 
plosion 
occurred, probably in the 
basement. 
The alarm of fire was 
sounded and tin* flames spread with 
great rapidity and those on the top 
floor were met with great billows of 
smoke us they attempted to escape 
down the stairs. 
Those on the lower 
floor of the three-story brick build­ 
ing were thrown into a panic. 
Most 
ot those on the lower floor escaped, 
but many were trampled under foot 
and some were overcome by the smoke 
and heat. 
M hen the fire department arrived 
the entire building was a mass of 
flames. 
So rapidly did the flames 
spread that many of the children 
sought to escape through windows. 
Many were killed or seriously injur­ 
ed by jumping. Men and women from 
nearby houses rushed to the scent* 
and held coats and blankets into 
which the children leaped. 
The heavie*t los* of life was at 
the main door where the hall and 
stairway leading from the upper floors 
became choked with children. 
Many 
were overcome and were trampled un­ 
der the feet of others. 
The firemen 
were unable 
to

through the crush and were forced 
to fight the fire from ladders.

Washington, Oct. 28.—The destruc­ 
tion of the submarine F-4 in Honolu­ 
lu harbor last May with the loss of all 
on board was primarily due to the cor­ 
rosion of a rivet in one of her ballast 
tanks, according to the report of the 
naval board 
which investigated

disaster. 
The board is a unit in the opinion 
that, the corrosion of the rivet in a 
hallast tank permitted sea water from 
the tank to penetrate to the exterior 
of the submarine’s storage batteries 
and thence to the Interior of the tank. 
T h is caused the submarine to sink, 
the board believes, while the genera­ 
tion of chlorine gas resulted from the 
action of the salt water upon the sul 
phuric acid of the batteries.
